Boatmen's Will Establish Drive-In Walk-In 
Facility In New Equitable Building 

Boatmen’s was pleased to announce re- 
cently that the bank will establish a drive-in, 
walk-in banking facility in the new $20 mil- 
lion Equitable Building at Fourth and Mar- 
ket. 

The additional banking location will con- 
tinue the Boatmen’s tradition of giving our 
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customers, old and new, the best and most 
modern banking service available anywhere. 

The announcement followed approval by 
the Comptroller of the Currency of an appli- 
cation for the location. A lease has been 
signed for about 10,000 square feet of floor 
space on the first and ground floors of a low- 
rise section of the building adjoining the 
tower section, and about 4,000 square feet 
of drive-up access space. 

Plans for the new 21-story building were 
announced in December of last year. To be 
completed late in 1970, it will occupy the 
entire block south of the Old Court House, 
bounded by Fourth, Market, Broadway and 
Walnut. 

Drive-in access for banking customers will 
be provided from Walnut, with drive-up 
lanes and an exit into Fourth Street. The 
bank’s walk-in facility will be at the corner 
of Fourth and Market, with entrances from 
the street and from the building. 

Inside, the walk-in facility will have a 
spacious, modern and “open” look. First- 
floor ceilings will be double-height, and the 
two exterior walls will be of glass, except for 
structural pillars. 

In recent years the riverfront area has 
been the number one growth and develop- 
ment section of downtown St. Louis. Our 
new facility will be tangible evidence of our 
desire to serve this area in the best possible 
way.
